We recently examined with a good de.al I 
of care the manual of Bain, the distin- I 
guished Professor of Logic in the Univer- j 
gity of Aberdeen, Appleton and Company 
hbving lately published the manual in our 
couLtr;-, and, though this work is much 
more ambitious and in some respects 
more profound than the ene under notice, 
it dors not, iu our judgmeut, compare 
with the latter as a text-book. It might be 
preferred perhaps by a philosopher iu his 
closet, but it could not be preferred by a 
t« acber in bis school-room. The Scotch 
Professor and the American President 
had the <^amc end in view; bu* the latter 
has attained it far more completely than 
the former. He more thoroughly compre- 
hended ihe end or has more skilfully ban 
died the means or both. * The superiority 
ef his work as a manual is at any rate very 
certain. 

And we take much credit ti our peo- 
ple for the triumph, in which the eaier- 
ptising house that has brought out the 
wotk must come in for a large share. It 
will be sure to get its share or thc value 
of k, if the public but enquire into the 
merits of the work. And this we ask the 
public to do. 

HarWe are indebted to the author of 
“Titax Ahokutes" for a copy of that 
work; and, although we have not yet been 
able to read enough of it to form an opin- 
ion of its merits either as a work of art or 
as a work of thought, we have read 
enough of it to judge of its purely literary 
merits, and, in justice to the author, we 
will not delay the expression of our judg- 
ment on this point. The literary merits of 
the work appear to us to be of the high- 
est ctder. The parts which we have read 
ure wri'iteu with a power and vividness 
and Leauty that arc fairly electrifying. 
Strength and s]»irit, however, are 
the preminent qualities of the style. 
Whatever grace it has is mainly the 
reliex of these. The style indeed is not 
urworthj- of the title. It ia full of brawn 
and full of nerve. It is essentially ago- 
nistic. The a*jthor is evidently a subtle 
observer aud a subtle thinker as well as a 
powerful and impassioned writer. What 
he has written must be well worth the read- 
iug, without respect to the t-ulh or error 
of bis opinions. We commend it to the 
reading public. Beyond dispute the au- 
thor is intellectually a man of very splend- 
id promise. Ilis genius as yet may be in 
a somewhat nebulous state, but, when it 
cools and consoIid.,tes, it promises to be a 
star of the first mnguitude, shedding light 
and glory through the literary heaveus. 
We shall watch its development with live- 
ly interest.

ttn motion of Mr. Morton, the Senate 
t'Mik up his resolution to instrnct tbs Ju 
diciarv Committee to report a bill to 
abrogate the existing State goveraments 
in tbe South and provide provisional g tv- 
ernmenu instead. 

Mr. Hrelingbuj'sen moved an ameud- 
ment by referring the resolution to tbe 
Judiciary Committee, with authority to re- 
port sneU a bill. 



Mr. Morton said be wished to ascertain 
tbe sense of tbe Senate as to whether it ^ 
Would abrogate the alleged St;.te govern ^ 
ments or not. He contend 1 these State ; ^ 
governments were directly antagonistic to , 
the legislation of Congress, and obstruc- | 
t've ot ibe operations of tbe S'l of rscon j ^ 
•tru tioL. and be wished to draw the at- ^ 
tention of the Senate to tbe fact that these ^ 
£e»verc meuts have alread}' rendered 
^^taMV^es illegal by the violation of the ^ 
nets of Congress. , 

Mr. M -irton had an order of Gen. Han- ^ 
cock s read by tbe Secreta'-y, in which the 
ground is taken that tbs laws of tbe State ^ 
ol Louisiana are superior to the military ^ 
gi verument established by Congreas. He ^ 
f Morton .' pronounced tbe order of Gen. 
Hancock s a Cagrant defiance of Con- 
gress. in which he declared that all civil 
procf^ings shall be submitted to tbe civil ^ 
tribunals of tbe Sutes, where these tribn- ' 
Bals are subordinated to the military pow- 
er. He was satisfied they would fail in 
tbe task of reconstruction, if they allowed 
the military power to take the side of these 
illegal State govern menu. He desired 
that the Judiciary Committee repots abill 
that wil wholly abrogate these Sute gov- 
ern ments. 

1 he special order bill to prevent a far- 
ther contrai-tioa of tbe currency was ta- 
ken up. 'i'be question was on the amend- 
ment that after tbe passage ot this act the 
authority of the Secretary of tbe Treasury 
to caacel notes shall be suspended. 

Mr. Sherman advocated the bill, as it 
would satisfy the public mind that no far- 
thur contraction need be made, and quiet 
the apprehension of many; that it wi>uld 
restore to Congress the power too impor 
taut to be delegated to any single officer, 
and place the entire management of the 
question with Congress, where it properly 
Wiongs. 

Mr. Morrill, of Vermont, spoke of tbe 
recent rise in gold as caused by Congres- 
sional legislation on the subject, and con- 
tended that the passage of this resolution 
would hsve a similar effect.

LIBEL SUITS IN ENGLAND. 

ICorrsepoadence It. Y. Herald.' 

Lokdor, Dec. 21, 1367. 

A case of great importance to the Eng- 
lish press, and also, as a precedent, to 
the press of tbe United States, was deci- 
ded yesterday, in the Court of Queen's 
Bench, by tbm Lord Chief Justice and a 
special jury Mr. Rigby Nason presented 
a petition to Parliament last session, ac- 
cusing the Chief Baron, Sir Fiteroy Kel- 
ley, with having pledg^ bis honor to a 
false statement some thirty years ago. 
For reporting the debates upon this ab- 
surd petition, and for commenting upon 
these debates editorially, Mr. Nason 
hrou|;ht a libel suit against the Times. 
The jury found for the defendant, of 
coarse; but tbe important point was that 
the lx>rd Chief Justice emphatically and 
authoriatively declared that a fair and im- 
partial report of Parliamentary debates 
waa a matter of privilege, as^as also an 
hocett and candid editurial upon tbe su'j- 
ject. This decision will cover all news- 
paper reports of public meetings, and is 
4*f icealimable value in protecting tbe 
prv$s from auccyaiite.
